The 
treaties and agreements given here were found by Professor Franzis 
Pribram of the University of Vienna in the State Archives of Austria; 
both French and German originals as well as an English translation 
are included. A second volume will shortly follow with Professor 
Pribram's story of the negotiations that preceded the signatures of the 
five treaties of the Triple Alliance.
